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CHINA'S  LONG  PATIENCE 

There  is  no  doubt  whatever  that  a nation,  like 
an ’Individual,  prepares  Its  future  out  of  its  past. 
China,  the  oldest  of  those  nations  today  fight- 
ing for  freedom  In  the  world-wide  conflict,  has 
laid  the  ground  work,  and  will  reap  the  bene- 
fit, of  a very  bright  future  when  aggression 
has  been  laid  by  the  heels  and  the  world  re- 
turns to  the  ordered  ways  of  peace  and  sanity. 
For  China  has  earned  the  goodwill  of  the  free 
world.  On  the  most  ephemeral  basis  that  could 
be  named,  China  guessed  right  and  Japan 
guessed  wrong.  The  world,  as  we  see.  Is  through 
with  feudalism,  and  will  stamp  It  out  at  what- 
ever cost  that  implies.  But  the  final  triumph 
lies  deeper  than  that;  China,  slnre  the  days 
of  Sun  Yat  Sen.  has  been  undergoing  a spiritual 
and  physical  rebirth. 

The  longest  under  arms  of  any  nation  upon 
our  side  In  this  war,  China  is  passing  now  Into 
her  seventh  year  of  armed  combat  against  a 
vicious,  a failing  and  an  embittered  foe.  Under 
valiant  leaders,  her  face  is  turned,  not  ^owardf 
the  untold  sufferings  of  the  past,  but  ahead  to 
face  the  dawn  of  victory  and  a new  place  of 
honor,  friendship  and  esteem  in  the  world.  Her 
morale  la  high  Her  people  are  unconquered, 
ahd  unconquerable.  From  the  first,  China's  long 
patience  has  stood  her  In  good  stead..  It  was 
patience  with  reverses,  patience  with  the  lack 
of  nearly  everything  to  sustain  a prolonged 
military  siege,  patience  In  all  truth— with  her 
Allies,  patience  In  seeming  defeat,  and  patience 
now  when  eventual  victory  Is  dally  growing 
nearer  like  a new  and  brighter  dawn.  

This  Is  the  story  of  a peoples'  vision,  and  their 
Indestructible  faith  In  their  own  land.  Valor  on 
the  field,  toll  at  home,  and  union  everywhere, 
have  made  China  in  spirit  what  she  is  today; 
and  that  is  only  a promise  of  the  shape  of 
things  to  come.  For  China  is  emerging  out  of 
a long,  long  sleep  In  the  lap  of  countless  cen- 
turies. to  take  her  rightful  p\ace  In  a living  and 
progressive  world.  It  Is  a world,  moreover,  In 
which  her  valid  contribution,  both  in  the  last 
six  years  and  now  in  the  heat  of  final  battles, 
will  count  upon  the  side  of  peace,  progress  and 
the  eventual  emancipation  of  all  mankind.  To 
Generalissimo  Chlang  Kai-Shek  and  a gallant 
nation  today  will  go  out  the  admiration  and  the 
understanding  of  a wiser  and  saner  world  To- 
morrow. its  benefits  will  be  more  evenly  shared. 

SINK  A SUBMARINE 


There  Is  some  merit,  and  no  little  imagination, 
In  the  "Sink  a Submarine"  campaign  now  being 
earned  to  the  people  of  Canada  in  support  of 
savings  by  w^,v  of  War  Savings  Stamps  and  War 
8avlngs  Certificates  To  begin  with.  It  keeps  one 
objective  In  view,  the  total  destruction  of  the 
enemy's  plan  to  stop  war  supplies,  reinforce- 
ments and  food  from  reaching  the  front.  Then, 
too.  it  calls  sharply  to  mind  those  who  at  sea 
or  in  the  air  are  putting  their  brains  behind 
their  guns  In  a successful  fight  for  victory.  Last, 
but  not  least.  It  recalls  to  us  the  need  for 
earnest  effort  on  the  home  front,  In  private 
savings  no  less  than  by  work  in  munitions  fac- 
tories. 

One  well-placed  depth  charge  can  finish  an 
undersea  raider.  A pattern  of  depth  charges  can 
blow  even  a sounded  submarine  to  the  surface, 
where  she  can  be  polished  off  by  gunfire  In 
short  order  Carried  on  ships,  depth  charges  look 
like  large  round  canisters,  or  "ash  cans  " Blotted 
under  the  wings  of  a plane  the  depth  charges 
are  long,  slender  cylinders,  looking  not  unlike 
a hotwater  Unk  In  the  home.  They  both  oper- 
ate on  the  same  principle,  becoming  deadly  ex- 
plosives after  Immersion.  If  there  are  enough  of 
them.  Oerman  U-boats  will  be  given  an  even 
rougher  ride  In  the  Atlantic  than  anything  they 
have  experienced  yet.  If  there  are  enough  of 
them,  our  men.  food  and  supplies  will  continue 
to  go  through  to  Oreat  Britain  in  security. 

Thst  Is  the  point  at  which  everyone  can  help. 
Ths  purchase  of  War  Savings  8tamps  by  one  in- 
dividual might  not  mean  much.  When  a nation 
subscribes,  however,  the  result  ta  cumulative  and 
great  British  Columbiana  will  see  this  as  readily 
aa  residents  elsewhere  In  Canada,  and  British 
Columbians  have  both  sea  and  air  patrols  guard- 
ing them  off  their  own  shores  It  Is  not  difficult 
to  buy  War  Saving*  Stamps  and  War  Saving* 
Certificates  on  a regular,  budgeted  plan  Small 
as  they  are,  they  can  sink  a submarine,  and  at 
jt  crucial  moment  In  the  fight  for  freedom. 

GERMANY'S  DILEMMA 

Germany  unconquered,  but  no  longer  able  to 
conquer  the  world.  Is  running  true  to  form 
Her  smash  at  Russia  In  the  Kursk  Orel- Belgorod 
region  displays  her  state  of  nerves  It  may 
spring  from  the  memory  of  Tannenberg,  and 
the  hope  of  a quirk  defeat  or  Russia's  armies 
in  the  East,  before  the  nations  of  the  West 
are  ready  to  throw  their  combined  weight  at 
her.  It  may  be  only  a tour  de  force,  aimed  a» 
shortening  a dangerously  long  line  Events  have 
yet  to  unfold.  But  itiin.  at  least.  Is  clear,  prf.wd 
abroad  and  frightened  at  home,  Germany  turns 
again  to  blind  force,  regardless  of  losses  that 
are  sapping  her  vital  strength  and  even  her 
ability  to  wage  a defensive  war. 

It  Is  on  a par  with  every  major  Oerman  cam- 
paign In  the  field  In  the  past  that,  rattled  and 
in  doubt  of  the  issue  of  the  conflict,  she  returns 
to  the  massing  of  men  and  guns  In  a desperate 
attempt  to  hack  her  way  through  the  ring  that 
Is  closing,  slowly  but  steadily  around  her.  That 
the  Oerman  High  Command  should  fall  back 
upon  blitzkrieg  tactics,  after  such  attacks  hart 
become  obsolete  on  the  ground.  It  Itself  s meas- 
ure of  the  enemy  * unrest,  and  the  lack  of  In- 
ventive power  Fm  here  once  more  Is  the 
gambler  haaarding  more  than  he  ran  afford  to 
le>M  on  a single,  wild  throw  But  bllUkrlrg  In 


hard  as  they  can— take  as  much  of  thV  strain  J 
off  Russia  as  they  In  concert  may.  Of  the ! 
eventual  issue  there  la  no  doubt.  The  writing  Is 
on  the  wall,  end  the  words  are:  "Unconditional 
Surrender!" 

THE  KING'S  UNIFORM 

Uniform*  change  with  the  time*  and  their 
needs,  but  what  they  stand  for  in  a British  land 
varies  very  little  'The  Kings  uniform''  means 
today  as  much  as.  or  more  than,  it  ever  did. 
It  speaks  first  of  the  Klng-ln-Parllament,  or  the 
will  of  a nation  responding  to  a stale  of  war. 
It  speaks  next  of  the  counUess  numbers  of  men 
who  have  fallen  In  those  colors  on  the  field  of 
batUe.  in  the  face  of  the  foe.  It  speaks  finally 
of  the  Individual  who  wears  It,  and  whose 
service— and  If  need  be  whose  life — has  been 
offered  to  the  state.  This  Is  true  of  all  uniforms, 
before  regimental  or  other  associations  can  be- 
gin; and  they,  as  we  know,  form  some  of  the 
most  colorful  pages  of  human  history. 

Considering  the  countless  numbers  of  men 
and  women  In  uniform  In  Canada,  and  long 
periods  of  inaction  in  what  is  alter  all  only  at 
the  back  of  the  front,  respect  for  the  King's 
uniform  has  been  kept  consistently  high  In  this 
land.  Two  respects  are  Involved,  and  where 
either  is  neglected  the  result  sucks  out  like  a 
challenge.  One  Is  the  respect  of  the  nation  for 
Its  own  livery,  the  duty  of  a civilian  public  to 
all  who  wear  the  colors  of  their  land.  The  other 
Is  the  respect  of  the  Individual  In  that  service 
for  the  uniform  he.  or  she,  wears.  Happily  on 
not  many  occasions  has  this  respect  been  found 
lacking  upon  either  side. 

Men  and  women  In  uniform  are  Canada  In 
the  field.  Abroad,  they  stand  for  the  nation 
completely.  At  home,  they  form  that  part  of  the 
nation  which  always  on  exhlblUon.  if  not  on  I 
parade  A slovenly  or  disorderly  individual  in  { 
mufti  Is  a common  enough  sight.  A slovenly  or 1 
disorderly  Individual  In  uniform  Is  an  affront  j 
to  the  naUon,  and  to  those  who  died  maintain- 1 
Ing  Its  rights  In  a savage  world.  Well  trained 
men.  and  women,  add  to  the  dignity  of  our  In- 
stltuUons.  and  are  the  first  testimonial  t$>  the 
worth  and  efficiency  of  their  commanders. 
Where,  and  upon  very  rare  occasion,  the  reverse 
may  be  true.  It  Is  everybody's  loss  and  nobody  s 
gain. 

A Canadian  uniform  mean*  something  that 
stands  without  need  of  apology  anywhere  in 
the  world.  Those  who  are  privileged  to  wear  It 
are  carrying  forward  Into  a new— and.  let  us 
hope,  a happier— day.  all  that  those  colors  stood 
for  In  two  world  wars  and  a number  of  lesser 
campaigns.  That  was  and  la,  much.  It  speaks 
of  Paardeberg.  Yprea.  Vlmy  Ridge,  Passchen- 
daele.  Canal  du  Nord.  Hongkong,  Spitsbergen. 
Dieppe,  as  well  as  vast  leagues  of  sea  and  sky 
where  Canadians  In  the  same  dress  showed  the 
valiant  spirit  that  has  made  this  country  great. 
May  the  same  clear-vlsloned  respect  continue, 
as  steadily  a*  It  waa  earned  and  maintained!

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LIFE-SAVING  APPURTENANCES 


Avplan  which  *aw  it*  tnception  nearly  half  a 
century  ago  1*  now  being  put  Into  effect  anew  to 
save  life  at  sea  It  is  that  of  producing  drinkable 
water  from  aea  water,  and  there  la  to  be  distilla- 
tion equipment  on  all  lifeboat*  and  ocean-going 
merchant  ahlps,  and  presumably,  too.  on  war- 
ahlpa.  One  plant  is  capable  of  producing  half  a 
gallon  of  fresh  water  for  each  hour  It  lg  worked 
On  a fourteen-day  voyage  in  a lifeboat  this 
means,  with  the  still  working  ten  hours  a day. 
seventy  gallon*  of  drinkable  water  would  be  pro- 
duced, which  Is  estimated  at  twice  the  minimum 
required  to  cater  to  a lifeboat  carrying  forty  per- 
sons. Thl*  still  Is  worked  by  solid  fuel  or  par- 
rwflne.  but  mostly  by  coal  briquettes.  It  can  also 
be  worked  by  waste  material  or  wood  recovered 
from  the  sea  What  1*  being  done  in  this  and 
other  respect*  to  save  life  at  sea  is  described  as 
follows:  ' 

"The  stills  ean  also  be  used  for  boiling  water 
to  make  hot  drinks  and  their  heated  surfaces  will 
dry  wet  clothes.
